They also were offered anoth­ 
er chance to enlist in the regu­ 
lar forces for two years, in­ 
stead of the usual three or 
more, and gain a wider choice 
of assignments than draftees.

one permitting men to opt for 
the Guard or Reserves after 
getting their draft notices, and 
the other permitting the shorter 
enlistment period. 
The new rule says a man 
may not join a unit or enlist for 
less than three years within 10 
days of his induction date. That 
would have left out most of 
those ordered to report early 
next month, but today Acting 
Draft Director Byron V’. Pepi 
tone eased the rule. 
Pepitone 
authorized 
draft 
boards to grant a 15-day delay 
for men with reporting dates 
between Ju ly 1 and July 15 if 
they are actively being process 
ed for Reserve or Guard ap- 
pointment or two-year enlist 
ment.

— Bobby Wayne Wallace has 
been acquitted of air piracy 
charges, ending a trial in which 
he was portrayed as an unwill­ 
ing partner to a friend “who 
went mad that night.”

The air piracy charge carried 
a potential death penalty and a 
minimum of 20 years in prison 
on conviction.

Until last year a foreign na­ 
tion cou ld redeem its dollars in 
gold, bu t then the United States 
ended convertibility, and since 
then u obody seem s to he su re 
ju st what role gold will play in 
the fu tu re.

s u r m o u n t a b l e , New York has 
ingeniously 
and 
with 
little fanfare 
apparently managed to solve one of 
them — 
an 
attrition of legitimate 
theaters that could in time blur the 
city’s image as the theatrical capital 
of the country. 
With space and costs at an all-time 
high, end with developers encroaching 
on the theater district in the name of 
renewal, the city adopted a special 
zoning ordinance lour years ago that 
allows extra height and rentable space 
to a developer if he will include, and 
pav [or, a new theater in the building. 
The planning is to be undertaken by

financial assistance by the city and 
the Ford Foundation. Tt is a daring 
and simple plan for subsidizing the 
hard-pressed performing arts. 


It has resulted in the $1.8 million 
American Place Theater, which adjoins 
and is part of a new office tower. Three 
larger theaters are scheduled to open 
in the next few months. 
Each new theater will be surrounded 
by shops and restaurants, better sub­

streets,

metropolises. And it could be used to 
perpetuate 
art 
galleries,

Tne plan has implications for subsidy 
to the arts from the private sector 
through public planning, by which the 
developer who foots the bill can recover 
his cost through added rentals he would 
not otherwise have been entitled to.

NEW YORK (AP) — Gold is 
in the news again. Amid ru 
mors that vastly important in­ 
ternational decisions are immi­ 
nent, the price of the yellow 
metal is spurting. 
One of the rumors concerns 
an alleged highest-level secret 
agreement with Russia under 
which the United States would 
raise the price of monetary 
gold from $38 to as much as 
$140 an ounce, to be agyoin- 
panted by a Treasury Depart 
ment shakeup. 
There appears to be no tan­ 
gible substance to the rumors— 
nothing that anyone bas said or 
done, 
no official 
statements. 
Hut gold does odd things to 
man and man docs odd things 
with gold. 
What gives man this gold 
complex? 
It is beautiful. It is rare. It is 
pure. It is inert and never dete 
riorates. It is found all over the 
world but in such tiny quam 
tities that maybe only 100,000 
tons have ever been mined 
It 
is so malleable that an 
ounce ran br1 jiounded in a 100- 
foot square sheet, and because 
of this and other attributes it is 
acceptable and desirable. 


it is desired in increasing 
amounts by the electronics and 
other industries, and so as a 
commodity whose market re 
sponds to supply and demand 
its price has risen to as high as 
$08 an ounce. 
And because it is acceptable

Instead, 
governments have devised a 
system of paper money and as­ 
signed to it values in terms of 
gold. The United States is cura- 
tor of that value, which is fixed 
at $38 for monetary purposes. 
Until last year a foreign na­ 
tion could redeem its dollars in 
gold, but then thc United States 
ended convertibility, and since 
then nobody seems to be sure 
just what role gold will play in 
the future. 
It is this interim of indecision 
that gives rise to the rumors, 
because everyone knows that a 
new 
international 
agreement 
must be reached if trade is to 
thrive 
But will gold play a 
role? 
The United States has argued 


for demonetization of gold, but 
there appears to be dissent 
within its ranks. Nations such 
as Russia and South Africm, 
which are big producers, natu­ 
rally want the tics retained. 
ll gold is to remain as back­ 
ing for currencies, then there is 
widespread 
feeling 
that 
the 
price would have to be higher 
than $38 an ounce. Hut if it 
were raised, wouldn't Commu­ 
nist Russia be showered by a 
windfall. 
That was one obstacle to rais­ 
ing the price, but doubts about 
whether it still exists are fuel­ 
ing the rumors. President Nix­ 
on 
and Chairman Leonid I.

Since there are so many other 
medications that can safely be 
substituted for bone acid, it is

Israel has built the first ski 
resort in the Holy Land on the

•mon — a 9,232-foot heap of 
historic 
rock 
surrounded 
by 
ceasefire 
lines 
and 
Arab 
guerrillas. 
Armed soldiers stand constant 
guard at the top of the chairlift 
and 
the 
Israeli 
Army 
oc­ 
casionally 
rumbles 
past 
the 
parking lot on a raid. But the 
guerrillas stay far away and 
give or take a broken leg or 
two, nobody has gotten hurt on 
the snowgrounds. 
Ten thousand or more Israelis 
pack the slopes on a Saturday 
Sabbath and most of them have 
never seen snow before. The 
skiers 
are 
outnumbered 
by 
c h i l d r e n 
and 
old ladies 
tobogganing down the mountain 
on plastic bags. 
“Hardly anybody knows how 
to ski and nobody owns a sled,

Elite Police Squad In All - Out War On Street Muggers

EDITOR’S NOTE — It was 
quiet; the moon cast a light; 
the woman seemed asleep. The 
perfect setup for a mugging or 
robbery. But as 
the prowler 
moved in on his victim, hell 
broke out. Following is a report 
on New York's latest elite anti­ 
prime group and how it oper­ 
ates.

Thev belonged lo oper­ 
atives of New* York s new elite 
police unit, the City-Wide Anti- 
Crime 
Squad—CVV ACS, 
which 
has been waging all out war on 
street crime here. 
This is what happened one 
night recently in mid-Menhat 
tan: 
Because this normally peace­ 
ful area where lovers stroll, 
residents

digents sometimes nap has had 
-a run of muggings and purse- 
>patchings, the eight policemen 1 
disguised as. hippies,, cab driv­ 
ers. and thugs had lain wait 
four hours. 
Across Central Park West, a 
street running for

alongside Manhattan’s biggest 
park, a police lieutenant with a 
Mickey 
Mouse 
patch 
on 
his 
dungaree jacket sat in an un 
marked ear and studied the 
prowler.

Ready to cut his potenial es­ 
cape route through the park 
were three other policemen. 
Thomas Sullivan, in bell-bot­ 
tom jeans and funny hat, sat 
holding a styrofoam jug he had 
taken from a garbage pail and 
had “ filled” with a w alkietalk­ 
ie.

wearing 
a 
fringed buckskin jacket, leafed 
through a girlie magazine by 
the moon’s light, 
With Sullivan was Robert Lu­ 
cerne.

Looking to his left, downtown, 
the prowler barely could have

The head­ 
lights flashed on. and the prow­ 
ler, 
pursued 
bv a 
half-dozen 
gun wielding patrolmen, raced 
uncomprehendingly for the ve­ 
hicle.
